Prince Entcrlmiy'a Ilangeroug Adventure*

"Tigor hunting in India la bes4 car- 


ried on by baiting with cattle, so I took 
» drove of forty head with mo," said 
Prince Louis Esterhw.y, of Austria. 
"A band of some thirty of the natives 
were started three weeks in advance to 
seek out the best hunting grounds and 
whenever a good spot was found one 
of the shikaraes dropped out with a 
certain number of cattle to await my 
coming. In this way I was enabled to 
hunt in the wildest sections. 


"The cattle were tied one by one to 


trees in the jungle in the margin of a 
circle sometimes as much as five miles 
across. 
They were placed there at 


night The tigers came forth at night 
to seek their prey, and, finding the 
cattle, leaped upon, killed, and de- 
voured as much as they cared to and 
went their way. 


"Much of this country is low and 


\vi't, and the tigers could easily be 
tracked in the soft soil, especially by 
.hi- expert native Indians. Following 
.lie trackH eauli biiciicssive morning 
ifti-r baiting we would conn1 upon and 
jliciot tin-in. 
In this way in eleven 


months, with but a Single gun, I my- 
iclf killed nineteen tigers. This is the 
bust record made in India in eighteen 
('e:ii's. 
1 had n very big ville, what is 


known as an right-ball gun, carrying 
twelve drachms of powder. With this 
in expert is able t« bring down even 
the largest tiger easily, and sometimes 
by a single shot. 
But the sportsman 


must be as quick us lightning, for no 
sooner does olio of these wild tigers 
lee you, even though he may be sur- 
feited with food, than he will leap for 
jou with all the quickness imaginable, 
lind if you do not make sure work of 
it you arc gone. 


"The lirst two or three times, when 


undergoing tlipse experiences, it maile 
me somewhat nervous, for fear I would 
not make a cetitei_hot, but in time 1 
got more confidence. 
I speak now 


of 
hunting 
tigers 
on 
foot, 
as 


I was doing. This is the most danger- 
ous way, but it is more fascinating. 
I 


several times went off into the jungle 
c-ntiiuly alone, and hunting in this way 
1 had a number of very narrow escapes. 
On one occasion I was tracking a 
tiger and was raising my gun to shoot, 
having come upon it suddenly, when I 
was startled by the deep growl and 
rapid tread of another coming upon 
mi>. 
I was so hard pressed that, after 


shooting one 1 had to lieu for my life, 
and only just escaped by climbing a 
tree. In the, eleven months I many 
times slept out alone in a dismal jungle, 
with only my blanket to keep oft' the. 
rain. I suppose I underwent ni.iiiy 
such an experience, so far us exposure 
is coneeined, as your American trapper 
and miner did in earlier and more 
dangerous days. 


"Another way to hunt tigers is to do 


so shooting from elephants or camels. 
When this is done a smaller rille is gen- 
erally used. I hunted principally as 
much as two or three hundred miles 
away from the farthest outpost. 
I had 


a regular caravan of elephants, shika- 
raos, touts and various pqnipdge, but 
wandering awayby myself I was forced 
to camp and rough it and endure hard- 
ships which I hardly anticipated. 
Thia 


was the case when, for quite a long 
period, all my servants got sick with 
fever. 


"i shot more and bigger tigers dur- 


ing the rainy months. In ten days in 
July I shot five tigers and a panther. 
A tignr always comes from a hill and 
goes back to a hill. He will not stay 
long on low ground. Uusually three 
or four at least of a hunting party are 
killed before the season is over. You 
will understand, therefore, what good 
fortune we had in escaping loss of life."

Fom bargain* call at Cheap Charley'!, 


This morning shortly after nine o'clock 


a telephone message came to Decatur 
giving the not unexpected intelligence 
that William Gross, who was stabbed in 
the left breast on Saturday, July 2, had 
died at 9 a. m. to-day. There were but 
slight hopes of Mr. Gross' recovery from 
the time of the fatal stab, and his rela- 
tives and friends were prepared for the 
worst, while they did everything in their 
power to render his last hours as com- 
fortable as possible. 


Coroner Perl'was notified of the death 


of Mr. Gross, and he started out in n 
buggy to hold the inquest. 


THE ASSAULT. 


The particulars of the murderous at- 


tack on Gross have already been given in 
these columns and are familiar to our 
readers. For a little over a month Mr. 
Gross had been running a saloon at Blue 
Mound, a small town 14 miles southwest 
of Decatur on the St. Louie branch of 
the Wabash. A week or so before the 
assault Mr. Gross received one or more 
letters from W. E. Westbrook, a young 
man of 22, who lived near Grove City, in 
Christian county. The writer, it is al- 
leged, accused Gross of having sold liquur 
to a minor, and offered to keep quiet 
about the violation of law if he (Gross) 
would put up $25—if ho did not there 
would be trouble. Westbrook was in 
Btuo Mound on Saturday, and along 
about 9 o'clock in the forenoon the two 
men met near the railroad crossing. 
Westbrook had an open knife in his 
hand. Gross asked Wostbrook if he 
had written the blackntniling letter, 
and he answered that he did. One 
report is that Westbrook immediately 
stabbed Gross in the left breast, severing 
the fifth rib and cutting into the left 
lung. Thereupon Grofis knocked West- 
brook down, but on fooling the puin in 
his breast anil seeing the blood he left 
the prostrate man and was carod for by 
friends. Drs. Harvey and Poster attend- 
ed him und Dr. Bnsh, of Springfield, was 
called to see the wounded man on Tues- 


day. 


Wt'Btbrook was immediately taken in 


custody. He was held to answer without 
bail, and narrowly escaped lynching. The 
otncer mananed to lodge the prisoner 
safely in the county jail on Hatnrilay 
night, and he will remain there until his 
case comes up for trial. 


Mr. Gross was a man aged about 4!) 


years, and leaves a widow and a child 
nine years old. He was a son of Charles 
Gross and was a member of an old and 
highly respected family. 
He owned a 


farm of 120 acres near Blno Mound and 
several pieces of properly in the village. 


The feeling against Westbrook is very 


strung. Tho assault is regarded as en- 
tirely unprovoked. 


THE LAST HOUH9. 


Blue Mound, 111., July 7.—Win. Gross, 


the saloonkeeper who was stabbed by 
Enos Westbrook last Saturday morning, 
is dead. He died about i) u. m. this 
morning. Ho became very restless Tues- 
day night and about midnight got up 
from his couch and ran into the kitchen 
and tried to get out doors, saying he 
wanted to get, home, and it was with 
some difficulty that his attendants suc- 
ceeded in getting him back to bed; and 
again on Wednesday ut noon he suddenly 
arose from his couch and jumped through 
a window into the yard, and in attempt- 
ing to climb the fence ho fell and was 
caught by the attendants and taken back 
to his bed. Soon after tins his hands and 
foot became cold and clammy and he be- 
gan to wonkon and gradually grow weak- 
er until death. An inquest will be hold 
this afternoon, after which arrangements 
will bo made for burial. Our entire com- 
munity are in deep sympathy.

in 1870, and the funding act of March 80, 
1871, into thirty-four year bonds bearing 6 
per cent. Interest, "coupons receivable for all 
debt* and demands due the state" The 
bondholders hastened to refund on this basis, 
and nearly two-thirds of the amount assumed 
had been funded when, on March 7, Ib72, the 
legislature reported the clause making the 
coupons legal tender to the state for taxes 
The Cjaim was made that pay ment in coupons 
would so for reduce the state's cash receipts 
as to close the public schools, and on this 
ground the coloi-ed voters unanimously, many 
whites with them, supported the polity of 
coupon repeal The bondholders could neither 
sell nor collect on their coupons for some 
years, so on Murch 28, 1879, the legislature 
passed the "ten-forty act," to the effect that, 
the matured coupons might be refunded at 
half their face, and the other bonds consoli- 
dated—those taken Under the act of March 
SO, 1871, at reduced rates—Into new bonds; 
bearing 8 per cent for ten years, 4 per cent 
for tho next twenty years and 5 per cent for 
ten years, the coupons to be again receivable 
for taxw 
This is the noted ''Rlddelberger 


acV drawn by the senatoi of that name. 
The bondholders geneoilly refused this offer, 
and when some 18,000,000 had been re- 
funded under It, the legislatuio, in Peb- 
rumy, 1883, and November, 1884, again 
changed 
the terms,

down" a

vided for funding tbe remainder, adding a 
stringent clause tbat those who did not nt und 
under this act before a certain date should bo 
without a remedy

made a test case on the coupons" in the 
Federal courts, and the supreme court of tbe 
United States decided, five Justices to four, 
tbat officials must receive the coupons for all 
taxes and demands due the state
